OLONEL WriutAM FREDERICK Copy (Buf- 

falo Bill), famous scout, hunter, and show- 

man extraordinary, built Pahaska Tepee in 
1901, and gave to it his Sioux Indian name, 
which means ‘“‘Long-Haired Man.” Until his 
death in 1917, he used it as a hunting lodge and 
a place to entertain his many friends. Pahaska 
has known celebrity, royalty and unknown alike. 
Perhaps the largest and best remembered party 
was that given for Albert I, Prince of Monaco, 
in 1913, when the Prince .and his retinue and 
many local friends of Colonel Cody, hunted and 
played for sixty days. So profuse was Buffalo 
Bill’s hospitality that Pahaska epee became 
almost as well known in Wyoming as the owner 
himself. 

Pahaska Tepee is located near the top of the 
rugged Absaroka mountain range that bounds 
the east side of Yellowstone Park. With the 
opening of the east Park gateway to stagecoach 
travel the United States Forest Service required 
that Colonel Cody provide accommodations for

Park visitors during the summer months. Since 
the passing of Colonel: Cody, Pahaska has been 
devoted entirely to the enjoyment of Park visi- 
tors in summer, of big game hunters in spring 
and fall, and more recently for winter sports 
enthusiasts in winter. 

The old stagecoach road has given way to a 
paved highway (U. S. 14 and 20) from Cody 
to Yellowstone Park, and Pahaska Tepee still 
remains the only landmark directly on the high- 
way for over twenty-five miles either side of the 
Park gateway. Pahaska has developed with the 
motor trafic. New buildings and new services to 
meet the demands of today’s travelers have been 
added and blended with the old, without losing 
the romance of the days of the old master. 

That memories of Buffalo Bill may become 
stronger and his niche in American life better 
understood, his grandson, Frederick Garlow, has 
placed a free museum of his grandfather’s pos- 
sessions at Pahaska and personally conducts it 
for the public.
